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Council set 
for U-turn on 
tourist site 
in Pantiles

A VOTE by councillors to return the 
tourist information centre to the Pan¬ 
tiles this winter has been welcomed as a 
triumph of common sense by traders. 

Tunbridge Wells Borough Council 
moved the award-winning service to 
the Gateway between October 2010 
and April this year as part of a pilot de¬ 
signed to cut costs. 

But a damning report, presented to 
the economy and governance commit¬ 
tee on Tuesday, found there had been 
a 71 per cent drop in overall footfall. 
In addition, customers had found the 
change confusing and said it did not 
meet their needs. 

The move had caused staff a “signifi¬ 
cant level of stress and frustration” and 
Tourism South East said the pilot could 
jeopardise the town’s inclusion in the 
region’s network of TICs, the council’s 
report stated. 

Members of the committee recom¬ 
mended that the TIC remained on the 
Pantiles during winter for six days a 
week, from Tuesday to Sunday. 


Richard Simm, chair of the Associa¬ 
tion of Pantiles Traders, said: “We are 
really pleased that they’ve seen sense 
and having been at the meeting I was 
really encouraged that most of the 
councillors did seem to really be on the 
side of common sense.” 

Traders had been furious at the coun¬ 
cil’s decision to move the TIC from its 
location in the Old Fish Market and had 
feared it would be “another nail in the 
coffin” for the struggling parade. 

Mr Simm said: “What has been no¬ 
ticeable is that lots of people have been 
coming up to the TIC, seeing the doors 
are closed, and are appalled that it is 
there but not open. 

“It is embarrassing really - we have 
people whose first impression of Tun¬ 
bridge Wells is a closed door.” 

Vice chair of the committee, David 
Neve, leader of the opposition Lib¬ 
eral Democrats on the council, said 
the council had been hoping to save 
£44,000 in the move. 

He said: “This is a complete U-turn. 
They’ve lost tourism money, there had

Council ‘more or less’ admits information centre mistake

been a shortfall in inquiries and footfall 
is down 71 per cent. They have more or 
less admitted they made a mistake. 

“I didn’t get an answer to how much 
this all cost.” 

The recommendation must now be 


approved by the council’s cabinet. 

Mr Simms added: “The committee’s 
decision is a good one and we hope the 
cabinet follows through with it.” 

The pilot saw the TIC split between 
the Gateway, a hub for council services 
such as housing and benefits in the Cal- 
verley Precinct, and opening in the Pan¬ 


tiles only on Fridays and Saturdays. 

It returned to the Old Fish Market 
when the pilot ended in April, provid¬ 
ing a seven-day service for the summer 
tourism season. 

The report found that when it was 
in the Pantiles the TIC had an average 
of 38 enquiries from people, both from 


the UK and abroad, a day, while the 
Gateway received just five. The value of 
accomodation bookings fell 60 per cent 
and there was a 56 per cent drop in re¬ 
tail turnover during the pilot. Enquiries 
from overseas visitors fell 80 per cent.

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Support for 20mph limit grows

ROAD safety campaigners have 
hit out at Kent’s highways au¬ 
thority for its “outdated” and 
“offensive” position on county¬ 
wide 20mph zones. 

Calls are growing for the 
lower speed limit to be stand¬ 
ard in residential roads across 
Kent, a measure supporters say 
would save lives and prevent 
serious injuries, and prove cost 
effective. 

But Kent County Council, 
the highways authority, re¬ 
mains reluctant. 

The county’s Green Party, 
who most recently took their 
campaign to Tunbridge Wells, 
said there was widespread sup¬ 
port for a Kent-wide 20mph 
limit in residential areas. 

Spokesman Steve Dawe said: 
“For a Kent-wide policy I can 
confidently say that most peo¬ 
ple, 90 per cent plus, support 
this. We’ve been everywhere 
over the last two years, Thanet, 
west Kent, Gravesend, Canter¬ 
bury, Whitstable, the reaction 
is pretty uniform - there is very 
strong support. KCC is out of 
touch on this issue.” 

In Tunbridge Wells, 20mph 
zones also have the support of 
the borough council’s portfo¬ 
lio holder for transport, Brian 
Ransley. He said: “I’ve got a lot 
of sympathy for 20mph restric¬ 


tions, especially where there 
are schools. It is something that 
the public have been enquiring 
about for some time now.” 

Cllr Ransley said the new 
Tunbridge Wells Transport Fo¬ 
rum would hold its first meet¬ 
ing in September, and will be 
an opportunity for councillors 
and residents to make sugges¬ 
tions such as speed limits. 

He said these would be con¬ 
sidered before going to the joint 
transport board, which would 
be responsible for bringing 
them to the attention of KCC. 

KCC refused to comment 
when asked its current position 
on a county-wide 20mph zone 
in residential areas. 

Its website states: “We put 
20mph zones in areas where 
there is a history of crashes 
involving child pedestrians 
or cyclists.” 

Mr Dawe said: “KCC is guilty 
of wanting bodies on the 
ground and won’t take a pre¬ 
ventative approach. They want 
evidence people have been in¬ 
jured or even killed before they 
act, which is disgraceful. 

“In other areas such as Port¬ 
smouth where they are run¬ 
ning trial schemes, the coun¬ 
cils are going for prevention. 

“This makes KCC’s approach 
out of date and it’s rather of¬ 
fensive that they are waiting 
for deaths before taking things 
more seriously.” 



Keith Taylor, a Green Party 
MEP for the south east, who has 
been advocating the reduced 
speed limit across Europe, was 
in Tunbridge Wells last Friday 
to support local campaigners. 

“In other places in the south 
east, including Portsmouth, 
results coming through show 
that just two years after its in¬ 
troduction there has been a 22 
per cent fall in collisions. 

“We are seeing knock-on 
benefits accruing in terms 
of less admissions to hospital 
and less pressure on the emer¬ 
gency services. Every single 
death on the road is a personal 
tragedy, but there are also 
serious injuries which result in 
paralysis where people are 


robbed of movements forever. 

“We are seeing increasing 
numbers of community groups 
going to councils calling for 
20mph speed limits in residen¬ 
tial areas.” 

Asked about bringing in a 
borough-wide 20mph zone in 
residential streets, Tunbridge 
Wells’ Cllr Ransley said it 
would depend on the views of 
all councillors. 

He added: “In my own ward, 
Capel, we have an active cam¬ 
paign at the moment to get 
the speed restrictions changed 
around the primary school 
to avoid potentially serious 
accidents. Certain motorists 
are known to drive too fast in 
that area so speed restrictions 
would help.” 

Detractors of the schemes 
say they would be impossible 
to enforce. 

Mr Dawe said: “The current 
30mph is enforced by the nor¬ 
mal behaviour of most drivers 
and it would be exactly the 
same if we reduced the speed 
limit to 20mph. 

“A lot of people already drive 
at a lower speed in built up ar¬ 
eas because they are aware of 
the issues of children and eld¬ 
erly people crossing the roads. 

However, Cllr Nicolas Hes- 
lop, Tonbridge and Mailing 
Borough Council’s cabinet 
member for transportation, 
said: “In the Tonbridge and 


Mailing borough, we have a 
20mph zone in south Ton- 
bridge and one in West Mailing 
High Street. Our experience is 
that the 20mph limit is a fairly 
blunt tool in tackling speeding 
in residential areas, particu¬ 
larly as this restriction is not 
enforced by the police, and 
this can lead to quite obtrusive 
traffic calming measures being 
installed to make the limit ‘self- 
enforcing’.” 

But the appetite for such 
schemes continues to grow 
and there are examples to show 
that 20mph residential streets 
have reduced the speed of traf¬ 
fic without the need for other 
traffic calming measures. 

Mr Taylor added: “Last week 
in Europe I gained support 
from fellow MEPs who agree 
that 20mph zones should be 
recommended as best practice 
across the EU. 

“We currently have the 
highest percentage of pedestri¬ 
an road fatalities in Europe and 
this must change. 

“The facts are clear - a pedes¬ 
trian hit by a car travelling at 
20mph is likely to suffer slight 
injuries, but at 30mph they are 
likely to be severely hurt. At 
40mph or above they are likely 
to be killed.”

‘Hopeless’ school places appeals 
panel slammed by official report

A DAMNING report into Kent County Council’s 
school appeals process has blasted the authority 
for providing pupils with the “panel from hell”. 

Following complaints from six parents whose 
children had initially missed out on a place at 
Tunbridge Wells Girls’ Grammar School last 
year, the Local Government Ombudsman found 
that the procedure organised by KCC was “seri¬ 
ously flawed” and that the appeals panel pro¬ 
vided became “hopelessly muddled” in its deci¬ 
sion-making. 

An investigation into the process found five 
counts of maladministration against the council 
and 14 against the panel - including one of the 
chairman causing offence to a parent by making 
“inappropriate and irrelevant” comments about 
his Middle Eastern heritage. 

Ombudsman Anne Seex also criticised KCC for 
failing to have policies in place to enable children 
whose appeal tests are disrupted to sit alternative 
tests, and said she was concerned the maladmin¬ 
istration found in the report could recur. 

School appeals expert Peter Read said: “This is 
the most damning and shocking report I’ve ever 
seen. In my experience most appeal panels do a 
good job and this appears to be a one-off, but the 
criticism of KCC is much more significant and 
needs to be addressed. 

“The appeals structure for an oversubscribed 
grammar school is the most complicated there is, 
which makes it even more deplorable that KCC 
put a clerk in who by her own admission clearly 
didn’t understand the processes. I’m also ap¬ 
palled that the panel never even finished the de¬ 
cision-making and left it to the council instead. 

“I think it’s wholly unacceptable and much of 
it is down to the council who set up a climate in

which this level of maladministration could take 
place. One doesn’t know exactly what happened 
but the fact the chairman offered to resign at the 
end of the first morning suggests the panel mem¬ 
bers were totally incompetent and that it was 
never going to work.” 

The parents who complained to the ombuds¬ 
man did so for a variety of reasons, ranging from 
the panel showing an “inappropriate” interest 
in some people’s private affairs, to it adjourning 
one appeal so it could seek advice from the coun¬ 
cil without informing the parent. 

Mrs Seex’s report said the panel failed to man¬ 
age hearings, take account of parents’ needs or 
record its reasoning. 

It also revealed that some of those involved 
in the process recalled them as the “panel from 
hell” and that they were “eccentric and idiosyn¬ 
cratic” in their considerations. 

Tunbridge Wells Girls’ Grammar School head 
teacher Linda Wybar said the board of governors 
no longer used KCC to organise its appeals, and 
that this year’s process had passed without in¬ 
cident. 

She added: “The admissions procedure is a no¬ 


toriously stressful and difficult time for parents, 
and it’s very unfortunate our independent ap¬ 
peals - over which we have no control - didn’t 
make it any easier. 

“It’s essential that all schools have a strong 
appeals process, and for that process to be cred¬ 
ible it needs to be done properly and be seen to be 
done properly. 

“I genuinely believe the panel members did 
their jobs in good faith and with the children’s 
best interests at heart. They were very caring 
people who were unpaid and gave up six days 
of their own time to do this, but unfortunately it 
just didn’t work.” 

A KCC spokesman said the council acknowl¬ 
edged the panel made some mistakes and offered 
its apologies to the families involved. 

He added: “We take the training of clerks and 
panel members very seriously because we appre¬ 
ciate how complex school admissions can be. 

“On this occasion it is clear that the high 
standards expected of the panel were not met. 
We respect the findings of the Local Government 
Ombudsman and are addressing, where appro¬ 
priate, the recommendations in the report. 

“Mindful that this happened 14 months ago, 
a lot of training and development has already 
taken place. Panel members are committed to 
providing an efficient and professional service in 
what can be difficult circumstances.”

Pembury popularity forces early 
reduction in maternity service 


A DELIVERY room at Maid¬ 
stone maternity unit has been 
closed as health bosses strug¬ 
gle to cope with the number of 
women wanting to give birth 
at Pembury. 

Consultant-led maternity 
services at the county town 
hospital are set to close fully in 
September, when the depart¬ 
ment will be centralised in the 
new state-of-the-art Tunbridge 
Wells Hospital (TWH). 

It comes after a hard-fought 
battle to keep the services at 
Maidstone, led by doctors, poli¬ 
ticians and patients who raised 
concerns over the safety of 
women and new born babies if 
the move went ahead. 

Maidstone will be left with a 
midwifery-led birthing centre, 
but campaigners fear the hos¬ 
pital is being downgraded. 

Now, a large increase in the 
number of births predicted for 
July at the new hospital has 
seen a fall in women wanting

to have babies at Maidstone. 

Head of midwifery at Maid¬ 
stone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust Gillian Duffey said: 
“The predicted number of 
births split between the two 
sites in June was fairly bal¬ 
anced - 261 at TWH against 
231 at Maidstone - about the 
usual balance. But the pre¬ 


dicted numbers for July show 
a marked shift in preference 
- 2 78 for TWH against 171 for 
Maidstone. That’s a 62-38 per 
cent split. 

“Most of the women prefer¬ 
entially choosing TWH come 
from midway between the two 
sites - places like West Mailing 
and Paddock Wood. 

“In the past they have split 
50:50 between the two hospi¬ 
tals but now they are choosing 
Tunbridge Wells Hospital. 

“So to meet their wishes and 
avoid unnecessary diverts we 
are rebalancing the service 
from July 4. 

“We are opening an extra 
room in the delivery suite at 
TWH and closing a room at 
Maidstone. 

“I’ve no doubt though that 
Maidstone will continue to 
be a very attractive option for 
suitable mums when we open 
the new midwifery-led birthing 
unit in September.”

Bloom judge shares 
his passion for the 
annual competition

BY day he is the man responsible for maintain¬ 
ing the parks and gardens of Tunbridge Wells. 
But next month Mel Henley will be embarking 
on a tour of the UK as part of the judging panel 
for one of the foremost community competitions, 
Britain in Bloom. 

And the judge says the competition is the 
best way to get communities involved in their 
environment. 

Head of parks and gardens at Tunbridge Wells 
Borough Council, Mr Henley is preparing for 
the judging tour for the national 2011 finals of 
the Royal Horticultural Society’s (RHS) long- 
running campaign. 

At the beginning of August, Mr Henley and 
his judging partner will spend two weeks visit¬ 
ing 14 finalists across the country. 

It will be his first national tour after spend¬ 
ing 11 years as a regional judge. He said: “We’ll 
be travelling from the Channel Islands up 
into Scotland, Northern Ireland, Wales and back 
to England. 


“We’ve got the category of small coastal vil¬ 
lages, which will be lovely, but to be fair, what 
people achieve with In Bloom means it does not 
matter where you go in terms of it being pictur¬ 
esque. People make the very, very best of what 
they’ve got. You go to the villages and then go to 
a city centre and see better examples there.” 

Mr Henley, who started his career with an 
apprenticeship at a nursery before studying for 
an RHS Master of Horticulture at Pershore Col¬ 
lege, has worked in local government for more 
than 20 years, which is where his interest in the 
Bloom campaign developed. 

He has a catchy enthusiasm for the competi¬ 
tion, saying: “I feel very passionate about Bloom. 
I believe it is one of the best mechanisms to in¬ 
volve communities in their environment.” 

As well as his commitment as part of the 12- 
strong judging team in the national competi¬ 
tion, he is also a committee member for Royal 
Tunbridge Wells in Bloom, which will be in the 
regional competition this year. 

The borough returned to Bloom last year after 
an eight year hiatus and there are high hopes for 
what it can achieve.

“We have looked at doing things in a much 
more sustainable way,” he said. “With the 
environment and costs in mind we have done 
a lot more for less. We have been doing a lot of 
work with the community and we are looking 
forward to the judges coming and being back 
in the competition.” 

Tunbridge Wells will be competing against lo¬ 
cal rivals Sevenoaks in Bloom when the regional 
judges visit next Friday, July 15. 

Mr Henley has helped teams in Oxford, Not¬ 
tingham and Buxton that had success at region¬ 
al, national and Entente Florale, the Europe-wide 
competition, levels. And he believes Tunbridge 
Wells could go all the way too. 

“Looking at how far it’s come in a year and a 
bit, it is all up for grabs,” he said. “We’ve made 
fantastic progress so who knows in a few years.” 

Bloom has been running since 1963 and was 
inspired by Fleurissement de France. 

Mr Henley explained how it has become about 
more than brightening our high streets with a 
few hanging baskets and floral displays. 

“We are looking for the quality of planting, 


summer floral schemes or permanent landscap¬ 
ing,” he said. “It is the quality of the displays and 
how they have involved people. 

“It is about environmental responsibility and 
how we maintain our environment, such as not 
using peat and using plants that don’t require a 
lot of water. 

“It is about keeping the environment clean 
and community participation is important. We 
are looking for those who engage groups of peo¬ 
ple and how many people in the town or village 
know what they are doing. 

“Bloom should not just be about a core of 
people, residents should know about it and the 
whole community should be engaged.” 

It takes years to progress through the compe¬ 
tition to the national finals. Mr Henley and the 
other judges will be visiting 76 cities, towns, vil¬ 
lages and urban communities to view a myriad 
of projects and places which have been shown to 
have a positive impact on the lives of the people 
who live and work there. 

This year’s competition is sponsored by An¬ 
glian Home Improvements.

Fort Halstead closure could cause 
irreparable harm to town’s economy

WORK has begun to uncover to what extent the 
closure of the military research centre at Fort 
Halstead will impact on the surrounding area. 

Operations at the Defence Science and Technol¬ 
ogy Laboratory (Dstl) site have been top secret, 
but as the biggest employer in Sevenoaks, con¬ 
cern has been growing about the loss of 840 jobs, 
many highly-skilled, from the local economy. 

It is estimated that nearly half the employees 
will choose not to be relocated to two other labs 
belonging to Dstl, an agency of the Ministry of 
Defence, both more than 100 miles away. 

Peter Fleming, leader of Sevenoaks District 
Council, said: “The fundamental difference with 
the closure of Pfizer [in Sandwich] is that the 
country as a whole is not loosing 840 jobs. But 
the jobs are going from our local economy and 
we need to be given as much data as possible to 
work out the impact on north west Kent. 

“We will be looking for things like the first bit 
of people’s postcodes. If we can get a sense of 
where the staff come from we will know the im¬ 
pact on the local area. 

“We are also looking for an age profile because 
there are lots of villages around the centre and 
we could be looking at families moving their kids 
out of the primary school. That poses the ques¬ 


tion of whether it remains tenable to keep the 
school open any more. We need to try and miti¬ 
gate the impact before it happens.” 

Cllr Fleming, Michael Fallon, the MP for Sev¬ 
enoaks, Jo Johnson, the MP for Orpington, and 
the council’s chief executive, Robert Hales, met 
with defence procurement minister Peter Luff to 
discuss the closure, which is due to complete by 
2016, last Wednesday. 

Both Cllr Fleming and Mr Fallon are keen to 
see Dstl replaced with a private sector company 
of similar standing. 

Mr Fallon said: “We asked him to accept re¬ 
sponsibility, particularly for the staff who choose 
not to relocate. We estimate that around 400 
will choose not to.” 


He added: “We asked the MoD to firm up on 
QinetiO’s intentions, which is the commercial 
arm spun out of the old defence research agency, 
which employs about 200 workers on the site, 
“We have also asked for access to the site so 
we can see what the scope is for attracting 
private sector research, either a university or or¬ 
ganisation, to use the facilities and have access 
to the staff who decide to stay.” 

Researchers at the Fort Halstead site carry out 
a range of work on behalf of the MoD including 
forensic science analysis into explosives. 

Sevenoaks currently has the second lowest 
unemployment percentage in Kent and average 
incomes are much higher than in the rest of the 
county as a whole and the south east.

FOR an event which has enjoyed some big name 
headliners during its short history, there were 
more than a few rumours that the Hop Farm 
Festival was struggling to fully establish itself on 
a packed music calendar.

National bravery honour 
for officer who arrested 
a ‘knife-wielding maniac’

A POLICE officer who stepped-in to stop a 
knife-wielding woman intent on attacking a 
social worker has been nominated for a 
national award. 

Detective Sergeant Ian Wadey was set to be 
honoured at the Police Bravery Awards, which 
were being held in London’s Savoy this week 
and include a reception at Number 10 with the 
Prime Minister David Cameron. 

His nomination by fellow officers comes after 
he attended a routine meeting about child pro¬ 
tection issues at social services in Tunbridge 
Wells. An alarm went off and Det Sgt Wadey was 
told that a woman was in the building armed 
with a large kitchen knife. 

She had threatened to stab a social worker and 
as the building was evacuated he called 999 for 
backup and went to look for her. 

At the foot of the staircase he could hear 
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a woman shouting. He was in plain clothes 
and without a stab vest, baton or pepper 
spray, so he picked up a small wooden stool to 
defend himself. 

Det Sgt Wadey climbed up the stair, still on the 
phone to the police control room, and found her 
at the top. He placed the phone on the floor, leav¬ 
ing the line open, and approached saying he was 
a police officer. 

She dropped the knife and he arrested her. 

The woman said: “I didn’t mean to scare any¬ 
one I just wanted to stab her [the social worker] 
in the heart.” 

Responding to his nomination, Det Sgt Wadey 
said: “I was surprised and very honored; a 
little embarassed as I don’t think I did anything 
particularly out of the ordinary. I was just doing 
my job. 

“Lots of police officers do brave things every¬ 
day and I don’t consider what I did any braver 
or any more outstanding. But I’m delighted to 
be nominated.” 

Det Sgt Wadey works in Tunbridge Wells as a 
child protection officer. He said he would be tak¬ 
ing his 17-year-old son, who plans to study law, 
to the awards and reception with Mr Cameron. 

The bravery awards recognise officers from 
the country’s 43 forces for going above and be¬ 
yond the call of duty. 

Ian Pointon, chairman of Kent Police Federa¬ 
tion, which represents rank and file officers, said: 
“This is a stark reminder that the ‘frontline’ of 
policing is about far more than uniformed offic¬ 
ers on the beat. 

“Ian had gone to a routine meeting but ended 
up confronting a knife-wielding maniac intent

The incident took place in Tunbridge Wells in 
August 2009.

Laurie Barton Wright, centre 
manager, said: "Being one 
of the largest town centre 
business we are proud to 
launch the green academy. 


"This initiative will enable 
us to reduce the centre's 
carbon footprint at the same 
time as supporting Tunbridge 
Wells Borough Council’s green 
strategy. 

"We have 11.5 million 
visitors a year to the centre, 
and our Westfield shopping 
centres include the largest in 
Europe, but we want to make 
sure our carbon footprint is 
much, much smaller. Staff and 
customers will be pleased to 
know we're making sure this 
happens though our new green 
academy." 

Local waste contractor 
WasteSolve, is part of the 
Cawleys Group, and developed 
the green academy. Everything 
thrown away including plastic, 
glas, metal and cardboard will 
be recycled.

Cuts are driving us all mad 

Government is to blame for rising transport prices that are creating a cost 
of living crisis, argues Labour’s shadow transport secretary Maria Eagle 


KENT motorists were dealt an¬ 
other blow last week with the 
decision of the Tory-led Govern¬ 
ment to hike the cost of using the 
Dartford Crossing by two-thirds. 

Increasing the cost to £2 this 
year and £2.50 next year, on 
top of the current high cost of 
fuel, could feel like the final 
straw for those who have to 
use the crossing regularly. 

Filling the tank has never cost 
more, and the Chancellor has 
added to the burden by increasing 
VAT on fuel to 2 0 per cent. Thanks 
to fuel duty, this is a tax on a tax. In 
rural areas prices can be up to 10- 
15p per litre higher. 

But it isn’t just fuel costs that 
are making car ownership so ex¬ 
pensive, it is huge rises in insur¬ 
ance premiums, up 74 per cent 
in the past year for a small family 
car. And it’s breakdown cover, 
up 19 per cent, and servicing 
costs, up seven per cent. Even 
the cost of a new tyre has dou¬ 
bled on a year ago. For those on 
average incomes, the cost of run¬ 


ning a car has now reached 13 
per cent of household expendi¬ 
ture, and for the lowest income 
group it now comprises a quar¬ 
ter of their monthly budget. 

At the same time, people are 
seeing wages frozen or hours 
cut. Whether it is mortgage or 
rent, energy and water bills, or 
the cost of the weekly shop, pric¬ 
es are rising while money com¬ 
ing in has stayed the same or 
dropped. That squeeze on house¬ 
hold budgets is the cost of living 
crisis facing Kent families. 

And the rising cost of getting 
around is adding to the burden. 
That’s why the government 
was wrong to increase VAT 
and wrong to increase the cost 
of using the Dartford Crossing. 

Public transport is also more 
expensive, with rail costs now 
out of the reach for many. I vis¬ 
ited Chatham a couple of weeks 
ago to launch Labour’s cam¬ 
paign against Government plans 
to allow rail fares to spiral. 

Ministers have told the train 


operating companies they can 
increase ticket prices by three 
per cent above inflation for 
each of the next three years. 
With inflation set to go up, that 
means fares will be 28 per cent 
higher in 2015 than they are 
today. Medway commuters for 
example will be facing a season 
ticket price of over £5,000. 

The reason for these fare ris¬ 
es is to fill the black hole in the 
Department for Transport’s 
budget, caused by the decision 
to cut too far and too fast. It’s 
right that we must reduce the 
deficit - Labour would have 
halved it over this parliament 
- but the Government’s deci¬ 
sion to go further will cause 
hardship for many. 

The other consequence of the 
Government’s cuts is the loss of 
bus services and the scaling 
back or removal of transport 
subsidies for young people. 

A combination of the end of 
EMA and the loss of bus servic¬ 
es and bus passes is putting at

risk young people’s ability to 
stay on in education post-16. 

And older people are suffer¬ 
ing too as a result of losing lo¬ 
cal bus services. During the 
election campaign David Cam¬ 
eron claimed he’d protect free 
bus passes for older people. 

What he didn’t tell pension¬ 
ers was he would be taking 
away bus services instead. For 
those services that remain, bus 
fares are also going up in many 
places by more than inflation. 

Transport isn’t a luxury, but 
an essential part of our lives. 
However you get around, the 
cost of transport is rising. 

The Tory-led government 
doesn’t understand the difficul¬ 
ties caused by the rising cost of 
fuel and public transport prices. 
They should listen to people’s ex¬ 
periences and do something to 
tackle the cost of living crisis 
hurting families in Kent. And as 
a start, they should abandon 
their plans to raise the cost of us¬ 
ing the Dartford Crossing.

Can 20mph make our 
streets a safer place? 

CAMPAIGNERS have put forward some 
strong arguments in favour of 20mph 
zones in residential areas. 

As ever, there is a vocal minority 
keen to pour scorn and suggest it will 
make no difference. Yet a lOmph 
reduction can be what stands between 
life and death. 

More importantly, however, we 
should use our commonsense when 
motoring and realise residential streets 
deserve our foot coming off the pedal.

IT IS no wonder that a rush of pregnant 
women want to give birth in the new 
hospital at Pembury. 

With hotel-like en-suite rooms and 
state-of-the-art facilities, it has proven 
so popular this July that a new room is 
being opened to cope with demand. 

It is great news that the maternity 
services are sure to be well-used, but 
there are also concerns that its serv¬ 
ices become overwhelmed. Let’s hope 
the trust’s numbers add up.

Animal tests 
do not help us 

DR David Scot of Cancer 
Research UK claims that, 
over the last 40 years, cancer 
survival rates have doubled 
due to animal research. This is 
patently untrue. 

The infamous beagle trials 
on smoking proved nothing. 

It was only when human 
research was done that 
the connection between 
lung cancer and cigarettes 
was proved. 

Some experts admit, after 
years of animal use, that it 
has failed. Two examples: 

Dr Irvin Bross of the world’s 


largest cancer research 
institute said in 1981: “While 
conflicting animal results 
have often delayed and 
hampered advances in the war 
on cancer, they have never 
produced a single substance 
either in the prevention or 
treatment of human cancer.” 

His views were echoed 2 3 
years later by a research fellow 
at drug company Eli Lilly: 

“If you look at the millions 
and millions and millions of 
mice that have been cured, 
and you compare that to 
the relative success, or lack 
thereof, that we’ve achieved 
in the treatment of metastatic 
cancer clinically, you realise 
there just has to be something 
wrong with those models.” 

Unfortunately, it is the 
accepted norm that animal 
research is a ‘good thing’. 

It has been hard-wired 
into us to believe that what 
the white-coated fraternity 
do must be right rather than 
questioned. The old cliche of 
“your child’s life or a mouse” 
is false but is deeply ingrained 
into the consciousness of 
both the research/medical 
establishment and the 
general public. 

Animal Aid has opened 


that debate against the sacred 
cow of animal use. Read their 
report and then decide who 
is right.

I’m going the extra 
mile for less money

k I AM in a job which gets the 
I government-approved 40p 
[mileage allowance for car travel. 
My company pays 22p a mile each 
month on the understanding that 
the remaining 18p a mile will be paid 
at the end of the tax year by the 
Government. I have now received a 
claim form stating the miles I have 
driven, how much my company has 
paid me, and granting 20pc tax relief 
on the difference. What has happened 
to the rest of the 18p a mile I am owed? 

A YOU need to talk to your 

employer. If your job qualifies 
you to get 40p a mile for using 
your own car to visit customers or 
carry out other work for your com¬ 
pany, then that is what you are entitled 
to receive - 40p a mile, not 22p. 

Here is how the system works. The 
Government accepts that lots of people 
use their own cars, motorbikes or 
bicycles on business. So we are all 
allowed to receive a certain amount 
from our employer to cover the cost of 
this, without any tax being due. For 
cars and vans, the amount is 40p a 
mile for the first 10,000 miles, and 
then 2 5p a mile after that. For 
motorbikes, the figure is 24p, and for 
bicycles it is 2 Op, with no limits. If your 
employer is generous and gives you 
more than these amounts, you pay tax 
on the extra. If your employer pays you 
less, you get tax relief on the difference 
- and this is where you find yourself. 
Your employer has given you only 
22p a mile, whereas the Government 
reckons your car costs you 40p a mile 
to run, so it gives you tax relief on the 
difference. Your company seems to 
think it can give you 22p and that the 
Government will make up the balance. 
That’s wrong. If this was how it 
worked, employers would pay lp a 
mile and let the government chip in 
39p. If your company is paying you 
only 22p a mile, it is getting the use of 
your car on the cheap. 

Q I CANCELLED my house 

insurance and asked my bank 
not to allow further direct debit 
payments, but the bank replied that 
“this is not how the system works”. 
Later, I cancelled my satellite TV 
subscription, but direct debits contin¬ 
ued for three months. You have said in 
your column that banks must refund 
debits that are questioned, but this has 
not happened. 

A YOU may need to change your 
bank. The Direct Debit Guaran¬ 
tee says: “You can cancel a 
direct debit at any time by simply 
contacting your bank or building 
society. Written confirmation may be 
required”. You are asked to tell the 
company or organisation as well, so it 
does not try to collect payments you 
have cancelled. And if a payment is 
collected without authority, it does not 
matter whose fault it is. The Direct 
Debit Guarantee clearly states: “If an 
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error is made in the payment of your 
direct debit, by the organisation or 
your bank or building society, you are 
entitled to a full and immediate refund 
of the amount paid from your bank or 
building society”. Remind your bank 
that it has issued this guarantee and 
you expect it to be honoured. 

1 1 BELIEVE older people should

[ savings. A relative who is 89 
l me to take her passbook into 
Santander to have the interest added. 
On savings of f18,500, interest for one 
year was just over £13. 

A EVERYONE should take your 

advice - though you are right to 
think that it is often older people 
who leave savings untouched and at 
risk from poor interest rates. But there 
is a separate danger, too. Many 
accounts offer temporary bonuses, so 
the “headline rate” of, say, 3pc interest 
might tumble to about lpc, typically 
after a year. Regular checks are needed. 

Q BEFORE going abroad, I cleared 
the balance on my HSBC credit 
card. Unfortunately, a small 
ise was still in the pipeline, and 
£9 fell due and was paid late. HSBC 
revoked my card, and when I applied 
to Santander for a current account 
with a credit card, I was refused 
because a credit agency check showed 
I had made three credit applications 
within six months. 

A YOU have told me that HSBC 

hinted its decision might change 
if you had an account and not 
just a credit card. So, I do wonder why 
you went to Santander rather than 
open an HSBC account if a card came 
with it. Your credit agency record now 
makes you look a bit desperate. Do not 
apply for cards elsewhere and make it 
worse. As a temporary measure, until 
your record improves, consider asking 
a family member to let you be a second 
cardholder on their account. 

k IS THERE a watchdog for cash 
I machines? I drew out £100, but 
l my statement shows I took £102. 
My bank says it is not responsible. 

A BANK machines do not charge 
you, but some filling stations 
and shops have commercial 
machines that do charge. These 
machines must display a warning. 
Complaints are handled by the council’s 
trading standards department.

Terrace homes more likely to be repossessed 


TERRACE houses are Likely to 
account for about 40pc of reposses¬ 
sions in the UK this year, according 
to new analysis of the market. 

Mortgage administration 
company HML, which carried out 
the study, based its findings on 
analysis of 320,000 mortgage 
accounts. 

"Our forecast shows terraces and 
flats across the UK are generally 
more at risk of repossession than 
detached and semi-detached 


homes," said Neil Warman, of HML. 

"Terraces and flats tend to be the 
property of choice for first-time 
buyers, and Lenders understand 
granting mortgages to people who 
haven't had them before is riskier 
than Lending to someone with an 
established track record. 

"However, all borrowers have to 
contend with the rising cost of living, 
employment uncertainty, stagnant 
wages and the fallout from the 
Largest cuts to government spending 


for more than a generation. 

"There is already evidence these 
factors are starting to impact on 
homeowners, as there has been a 
moderate increase in the number 
of borrowers whose arrears 
represent more than lOpc of the 
value of their mortgages. 

“This is likely to feed through 
into higher repossessions next 
year, when we are forecasting an 
overall figure of between 35,000 
and 40,000 repossessions." 


Fuel poverty casts 
a long, cold shadow

THE dark spectre of fuel poverty is 
now looming over up to a third of all 
households. 

Depending on which definition of 
fuel poverty is used - a debate has 
been raging on this issue for some 
time - somewhere between 24pc and 
3 3pc of households are now classed 
as ‘fuel poor’. 

And there is a real fear that the ris¬ 
ing costs of energy, allied with static 
incomes and inflationary pressures 
on many goods and services means 
the fuel poverty figure will continue 
to rise quickly. 

Fuel poverty is currently defined as 
when lOpc or more of net household 
income is spent on energy bills. 

Previously it was seen as an issue 
affecting mainly pensioners and low¬ 
er income groups. 

However, as energy bills have gone 
through the roof - up an average of 
7lpc in five years - the total number 
of households in fuel poverty has 


soared, with the more affluent mid¬ 
dle classes now also falling prey. 

And if a new definition of fuel pov¬ 
erty, suggested by a range of organi¬ 
sations including Consumer Focus, 
Friends of the Earth and Age UK, 
were to be used, the number of peo¬ 
ple in this difficult situation would 
increase from 24pc to 33pc. 

Those organisations want housing 
costs, such as mortgage or rent 
payments, to be removed from 
income to give an ‘after housing 
costs’ measure rather than the cur¬ 
rent ‘before housing costs’ measure 
which they feel fails to give the full 
picture. 

Ann Robinson, director of con¬ 
sumer policy at Uswitch.com, said: 
“Rocketing energy prices mean the 
middle classes are no longer immune 
to social ills such as fuel poverty. 

“The fact is that we can now find 
the fuel poor amongst all walks of life 
and in all types of households. 

“Start to factor in housing costs 
such as mortgage and rental pay¬ 
ments and we are left with the shock¬ 


ing image of a third of all British 
households living in fuel poverty. 

“The sad truth is that consumers 
are paying a heavy price for this 
country’s disjointed, incoherent and 
unaffordable energy policy.” 

There was now a real urgency for 
the Government to get on with its 
review of fuel poverty so it can relieve 
the misery facing those who cannot 
afford to keep warm this winter, said 
Mrs Robinson. 

In the meantime, households can 
start protecting themselves by taking 
two key steps. 

These are to pay the lowest possi¬ 
ble price for your energy and learn to 
use less of it by looking at longer- 
term energy efficiency measures, 
such as insulating lofts and cavity 
walls. 

At the moment, single working 
parents are the most likely group to 
be in fuel poverty, with 39pc of these 
households fuel poor. 

Meanwhile, 36pc of working-class 
households are in fuel poverty, as are 
15pc of middle-class households. 
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SOLE traders and SMEs 
have revealed that reams of 
red tape and regulations are 
responsible for them not taking 
on additional staff. The British 
Chambers of Commerce study 
found forthcoming pension 
requirements, dismissal 
rules and sickness absence 
were considered the biggest 
obstacles and called on the 
Government to cut legislation 
to stimulate growth. The 
Government must now find 
the right regulation balance, 
with enough in place to 
protect workers but not too 
much in place as to make it 
unattractive for sole traders to 
take on extra staff.

Federation and hauliers cross 
with Dartford Crossing plans

HAULIERS will be hit by controversial plans to 
increase the Dartford Crossing toll, according to 
the Freight Transport Association. 

The Tunbridge Wells-based organisation has 
raised concerns with the price-hike proposal, 
which will see HGVs charged £6 to cross from 
Dartford to Thurrock by 2012. 

The fee rise was unveiled last week as part of 
a package of controversial Crossing congestion 
management proposals. 

Highways Agency bosses have been given 
permission to trial a ‘free-flow’ congestion-eas¬ 
ing system that will see the pay barriers lifted - 
allowing motorists to cross without paying 
- once traffic jams pass the 10-mile mark. 

The FTA tentatively welcomed the move, but 
the Federation of Small Businesses (FSB) said 10 
miles was too long. 

An FTA spokesman said: “The Dartford- 
Thurrock Crossing is a key piece of freight infra¬ 
structure and is used by thousands of commer¬ 
cial vehicles every day. For most, it is the only 
viable option, but the congestion that can occur 
around it represents a huge cost to our members

“However, we do want those congestion- 
busting measures to be introduced as soon as 
possible so our members aren’t going to be 
paying more for a system which isn’t fit for 
purpose.” 

The FSB urged the Government to reduce the 
‘free-flow’ 10-mile tailback marker as the cost to 
Kent businesses of such congestion was high. 

North Kent branch chairman Neville Gaunt 
said: “A 10-mile queue means a massive delay 
for motorists and adds considerable expense for 
businesses due to fuel and time being wasted 
while the queue exists. We have seen it take up 
to two hours to travel that 10 miles in the past, 
and we believe that is an unacceptable delay. 

“It isn’t just motorists on the M2 5 who are 
affected by such a queue. A 10-mile delay on the 
M2 5 means motorists using the A2, M20 and 
roads around Dartford and Greenhithe are also 
caught up in the congestion as the queues rap¬ 
idly extend along these main trunk roads, too.”

Hotel industry consultant 
Melvin Gold said the budget 
end of the market was boom¬ 
ing and had shown no signs of 
slowing down. 

“The UK branded budget 
hotel sector has grown 10 per 
cent per annum in the past dec¬ 
ade and exceeded 20 per cent 
in the prior decade,” he said. 

“It’s the fastest-growing part 
of our industry and in the next 
two decades we can expect to 
see a UK budget hotel being 
built, opened or converted eve¬ 
ry five days.” 


Changes to state pension prove 
a double whammy for women 

Paul Harding, director of Chevening Financial, Looks at the dark side of equality 


I ALREADY feel a little 
apprehensive as a man writing 
about women’s equality. 

And I certainly have no 
desire to blunder into the 
politics of it all. But it's a 
subject that's hard to ignore in 
the financial world right now. 

We recently had a European 
legal judgement that will make 
it harder for insurers to take 
gender into account when 
determining risk, and this week 
all the talk is of the increase 
in the age at which women 
will be entitled to the state 
pension. 

As ever, there are different 
ways of looking at this pension- 
age equalisation. 

On the one hand, ignoring 
individual cases, why shouldn’t 
the age at which men and 
women receive a state benefit 
be the same? Indeed, the fact 
that women tend to live longer 
on average means they will 
probably still get more from 
their state pension than a man 
receiving the same amount. 

On the other hand, the 
changes are being brought in

within a relatively short time 
period in pension-planning 
terms, in around seven to eight 
years. This makes it difficult 
for those with firm retirement 
plans already worked out (and 
they ought to be by now!) to 
make up any shortfalls. 

There was, of course, never 
any prospect that the male 
retirement age would be 
lowered to create equality, but 


to the women most affected 
it must feel like a double 
whammy to find equalisation 
followed so closely by the 
need to also increase the (now) 
universal retirement age. 

Perhaps those most 
affected should be given 
special assistance? The 
political machinations are no 
doubt ongoing, but with an 
increasingly cost-conscious 
Exchequer this is unlikely and 
so thousands of women could 
find they miss out on a year or 
two of happy retirement. 

For those affected by this, 
a good starting point would 
be to consult an independent 
financial adviser, who should 
be able to determine to what 
degree they may lose out. 

They can then help with any 
new planning that may be 
required while there is still 
time to act. 

Maybe on this occasion 
it seems that the price of 
equality is painfully high.

Report shows red tape is 
tying up small businesses

CHAMBER of Commerce bosses have called on 
Government to strip away burdensome employ¬ 
ment legislation in a bid to stimulate growth and 
job-creation. 

The plea was made after a British Chambers of 
Commerce (BCC) report found that sole traders 
blamed red tape for not taking on additional staff. 

One in three of the 1,000 businessmen sur¬ 
veyed said forthcoming pension requirements 
formed the biggest new-employment barrier; dis¬ 
missal rules and sickness absence were joint sec¬ 
ond most troublesome hurdles at 2 7 per cent. 

Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce chief ex¬ 
ecutive Jo James said the Government should do 
more to encourage job creation, particularly at 
the sole trader and SME level. 

“The Government expects the private sector to 
replace the jobs being lost in the public sector, 
and it is therefore vitally important that poten¬ 
tial new employers are supported in every way 
possible,” she said. “There is a wealth of aspir¬ 
ing small businesses that have the potential and 
ability to expand and employ, but I know from 
experience that they find the associated red tape 
and legislation very daunting. Anything that 
eases this burden will be most welcome. 

“In the meantime, I strongly advise anybody 
considering employing people to consult the 
chamber for advice and support. To successfully 
expand your business and employ others can 
be extremely satisfying and, although there are 
problems, they are not insurmountable.” 

BCC director of policy Adam Marshall said: 
“In the UK, the proportion of enterprises with no 
employees has increased each year since 2004. 
There are currently more than 3.6 m il l ion sole 
traders, and while not all of these people want or 
have the potential to expand, some do. 



LEGISLATION: Calls to cut the red-tape barrier 

“Businesses consistently state that employ¬ 
ment regulation prevents them from taking on 
more staff. In an environment of high unem¬ 
ployment and weak economic growth, the Gov¬ 
ernment has to look at how it can free up these 
business-owners to grow their enterprises. 

“New entrepreneurs are more ambitious. Ex¬ 
empting new businesses from 2012 pension re¬ 
forms in their first three years or until they have 
more than 10 employees would remove one of 
the biggest barriers to job creation. 

“In addition, sole traders tell us that a reduced 
rate of employer National Insurance contribu¬ 
tion would encourage individuals starting out 
on their own to take on their first staff member. 

“While the Government has created initia¬ 
tives to reduce the burden of red tape, some of 
these measures don’t go far enough. The NI 
holiday created for start-ups is being used by 
fewer than 3,000 firms, suggesting it needs to be 
more flexible to allow businesses to benefit. 

“In addition, the Government’s move to ex¬ 
empt micro businesses from new regulation 
fails to take into account the vast amount of 
existing legislation. We have to get conditions 
right for these business-owners if we want more 
jobs, greater investment and stronger economic 
growth across the UK.” 


Airport hoping to benefit from the Olympics effect

The latest application, if

Airport bosses have also 
asked for weekend and bank 
holiday operating hours to 
be extended. 

Managing director Jenny 
Munro said: “Having listened 
carefully and responded 
to the concerns of our 
neighbours, we believe 
this new plan represents a 
constructive way forward. 


“It is a significantly 
different plan and, 
if approved, would 
demonstrate that London 
Biggin Hill Airport is willing 
to support the national effort 
being made to welcome 
international visitors. 

“Equally, and as 
important, the heritage of the 
Games has the potential to 
boost business opportunities 
and to bring in new jobs.”

■ One in three survey respondents who 
wanted to grow their business said that 
exemptions from employment law would 
encourage them to take on their first 
staff member. 

■ One in two sole traders said a reduced 
or special rate of employer National 
Insurance contribution would incentivise 
them to hire. 

■ Only 6 per cent of businessmen were 
unemployed immediately before setting 
up on their own. 

■ Newer business-owners have greater 
ambitions to grow and create jobs. 

For those starting their own business, 
the ambition to take on staff decreases 
the Longer a business has been in 
existence.

Deaths a reminder of 
the need to take care 

EIGHTEEN people in the South East Lost their 
Lives Last year while working, figures show. 

Health and Safety Executive (HSE) data 
showed a total of 171 employees across Britain 
died at work during the year. This comes after 
the record Low of 2009, in which 147 workers 
- employed or self-employed - died. 

HSE chair Judith Hackitt said: "The increase 
in the number of deaths in the Last year is 
disappointing after an all-time Low last year. 

"However, we must remember that we still 
have one of the Lowest rates of fatal injury 
anywhere in Europe. 

"The fact that 171 people failed to come home 
from work to their Loved ones last year reminds 
us all of what we are here to do. 

"It is a stark reminder of the need to ensure 
that health and safety remains focused on the 
real risks which exist in workplaces, not on trivia 
and pointless paperwork. 

"We all have a role to play - employers, 
employees and regulators - and leadership 
is fundamental to maintaining and improving 
our performance even further. In a world of 
work which is constantly changing, we must all 
continue to review what we do and how we do 
it and strive to become even more effective at 
managing risks which cost Lives." 

Based on available data (2007), Britain 
continues to have the Lowest rate of fatal 
injuries to workers among the five Leading 
industrial nations in Europe - Germany, France, 
Spain and Italy are the other four - for a six-year 
period.

Aimhigher, and was held at Normandy Primary 
School with youngsters attending from across 
the borough.

THE Government has refuted 
criticism that its new Work 
Programme aimed at helping 
people back into employment 
could be doomed to fail in some 
areas. 

Under the new scheme that 
began last month, approved 
providers - mostly private 
companies - will try to find jobs 
for benefits claimants on a pay¬ 
ment-by-results basis. 

According to a study by the 
Work Foundation think tank, 
there is a danger contractors 
will cherry-pick parts of the 
country where they are more 
likely to get results. This would 
then leave places like Thanet, 
which has 44 benefits claim¬ 
ants for every one job adver¬ 
tised, out in the cold. 

But Tory employment minis¬ 
ter Chris Grayling has rejected 
the criticism. 

He said: “Private and volun¬ 
tary sector organisations will 
have the freedom to create the 
support that works locally for 
them. 

“In return these providers 
will be paid by results, with 
higher rewards for getting the 
hardest to help off benefits, into 
work and staying in work. 

“The Work Programme is a 
completely new approach and 
is a huge milestone in the deliv¬ 
ery of the Government’s radical 
welfare reforms. 

“In Kent there are currently 
more than 3,900 people who 
have been claiming jobseek¬ 
er’s allowance for more than 
a year. 

“Now they will get the tailored 
and personalised support they 
need to get into work as part of 
the biggest shake-up of the wel¬ 
fare system in a generation.” 

Jobseekers over 25 become 
eligible for help through the 
Work Programme after a 


year, and under-25s after nine 
months. Some younger people 
in certain circumstances, like 
young offenders, will be eligible 
after a shorter period of time. 

Mr Grayling said: “Thou¬ 
sands of people in Kent have 
been left to languish on bene¬ 
fits over the years, without the 
support they need and deserve. 

“They may feel they have little 
to offer and the only option is to 
remain on benefits, but I know 
many of them want to return to 
work and now they will have the 
help they need to do so. 

“Organisations in Kent will 
be able to use their local ex¬ 
pertise and knowledge to help 
people with real difficulties get 
back to work rather than hav¬ 
ing to follow a strict national 
structure.” 

There are currently almost 
4,400 job vacancies available 
through Jobcentre Plus alone 
in Kent, and Mr Grayling said 
the Government was working 
with private enterprise to con¬ 
tinue to create job opportuni¬ 
ties in every community. 

He added: “Some of the peo¬ 
ple claiming long-term benefits 
will be too sick or disabled to 
have a realistic chance of re¬ 
turning to work, and they will 
continue to receive 
our uncondi- ^ 
tional sup 
port.

The complaints were 
about school admissions matters. The Ombudsman found that 
there had been maladministration on the part of the Council and 
School. This caused injustice to the complainants.

Because maladministration was found, the School and Council 
must now consider the report. The School has already fully 
considered the recommendations and has successfully 
implemented these for admissions to TWGGS for September 2011, 
as reflected in the Ombudsman’s report. The Local Government 
Ombudsman’s Office has confirmed that she is completely 
satisfied with the School’s actions regarding these matters. 

The Council must tell the Ombudsman within three months (or 
such longer period as she may agree) the action it has taken or 
proposes to take on the report.

Comedy career kicks off for Maff 


From footballer to funnyman, the Stag’s resident comedian talks variety with Joe Bill 


P ROFESSIONAL football and stand- 
up comedy are two subjects that 
would rarely be uttered in the same 
sentence, let alone be managed 
into the same career path. 

But the Stag Theatre’s resident 
funnyman Maff Brown has been able to fit both 
into his rise towards the summit of comedy. 

The 3 7-year-old is responsible for creating 
the award-winning Outside The Box Comedy 
Club, which features monthly shows at the 
Fighting Cocks club in Kingston, Surrey, as well 
as the Stag in Sevenoaks. 

Having started his new comedy night in 
2005, Brown could never have envisaged what 
was about to happen: “I started a gig up in 
Kingston about five years ago, only a little tiny 
gig, about 60 seats in a room above a pub. It 
just became quite cult, very quickly, known for 
big names coming to try their new stuff out.” 

Just three months into the club launch, 
Brown was handed a prestigious Chortle Award 
for Best Comedy Club and the Outside The Box 
brand went from strength to strength. 

“Frank Skinner came and did 10 weeks in a 
row and it all just snowballed. It was a feast of 
comedians trying stuff out. 

“Jack Dee came two weeks ago, Andy Parsons 
last night, and Robin Williams came down as 
well - the American movie guy, not the singer. 
He was doing stuff for Prince Charles and 
wanted to try stuff on us first. It was amazing.” 

The Outside The Box gig has since branched 
out to the Stag Theatre in Sevenoaks after a 
request from a fan to play there. The show was 
an instant hit and has now become a mainstay 
at the venue, with Brown hosting monthly gigs. 

He said: “It worked really well. A lot of big 
names are coming down now and it is brilliant 
because it challenges me to come up with new 
material every month, which is good because 
comedians in general are lazy ba****ds.” 

But 10 years ago, life was very different for 
the Staines resident as a career in professional 
football was well under way. 

Stints as a player for professional clubs 
Brentford and Hamilton Academical were 



cut short by injury, but that wasn’t the end 
of the story. Having completed his education, 
Brown was picked up as a technical analyst by 
Liverpool and became part of manager Gerard 
Houllier’s backroom staff. 

“I worked alongside coaches as a technical 
analyst,” said Brown. “I would analyse the 
footage and see if we could restructure our 
game plans. I would then back it up with 
stats and videos and present it to the staff. If 
necessary, we would show it to the players.” 

Brown also had a stint at Bolton Wanderers 
before taking a management position with a 
premier league team in Singapore. 

“I got sacked, as every football manager does, 
and I just decided that I’d had enough.” 

With his brand starting to grow further, 
Brown has been producing one-off shows in 
different venues and his reputation has soared. 
He has now had to hand over the running of his 
dates to his girlfriend. 

He said: “The ethos when you start comedy is 
that it’s very difficult to get stage time, so I just 
thought I would start my own club and get as 
much as I like. Within a year I was working full¬ 
time as a comedian, and other things come from 
owning a club. I write for BBC’s Mock The Week 
and we have just wrapped Shooting Stars.” 

He has recently supported Jack Dee on 
tour, with a further stint on the cards: “That 
is always fun because it is bigger rooms and 
unknown crowds, so you have to win them over.” 

The Stag was also the scene for the recording 
of Brown’s first DVD. 

“There are a few bits in the pipeline. You 
just have to get your face seen and your profile 
raised. Your name gets in the credits and all of a 
sudden things open up for you.” 

But Brown does not forget his sporty roots 
and is considering doing a show about his life 
in football for the Edinburgh Festival. So now 
possession of the mic is as important as keeping 
possession of the ball was all those years ago.

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TALKING POINT 


World Heritage Sites 


A S THE home of the Royal Navy for 
well over 400 years, it comes as no 
surprise that Chatham Dockyard 
and the surrounding area is on the 
verge of earning World Heritage 
Site status. 

From the Spanish Armada in the 16th 
century to the Falklands crisis of the early 
1980s, ships built, repaired and manned from 
Medway’s port secured Britain’s command of 
the oceans for generations and earned the town 
global admiration. 

But while becoming a World Heritage Site 
would place Chatham in the same category as 
such world-famous landmarks as Stonehenge, 
the Great Barrier Reef and the Statue of Liberty, 
there is still a long way to go before the town’s 
residents and businesses will be able to crack 
open the champagne and celebrate. 

And as Medway Council leader Rodney 
Chambers explains, the process has been 
delayed even further due to problems with the 
other hopefuls that make up the Government’s 
‘tentative list’ of possible submissions to the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cul¬ 
tural Organisation (Unesco). 

“All the applicants were asked to prepare a 
case for our respective areas for submission next 
year,” he said. “But it would appear that out of 
all 11, only the Chatham bid is ready to go. 

“I’ve heard from the Department for Culture, 
Media and Sport that there’s now going to be 
a delay to allow the other aspirants to catch 
up, which I think is a little unfair on us here in 
Chatham. Personally I believe that if only one 
bid is ready then only one should be put forward 
to Unesco. 

“They’re now asking that the applications be 
ready by the latter part of next year rather than 
the latter part of this year, but everyone has had 
the same amount of time to get ready so why 
should they be given an extension? 

“I’m not confident that a submission will be 
made on behalf of the UK this year, and I can’t 
see one being made until 2013.” 

A World Heritage Site is a 
place listed by Unesco as being of 
special cultural or physical sig¬ 
nificance, such as the Taj Mahal, 

Yellowstone National Park and 
the Pyramids of Giza. 

While each World Heritage Site 
remains part of the legal terri¬ 
tory of the state wherein the site 
is located, UNESCO considers it in 
the interest of the international 
community to preserve each site. 

The Chatham Dockyard ap¬ 
plication - which also includes 
Fort Amherst, Gun Wharf, Upnor Castle, the 
Great Lines, Brompton Village, the Royal School 
of Military Engineering and the River Medway 
- has been in the works since 2007. 

Cllr Chambers said: “Medway Council, 
the Chatham Historic Dockyard Trust and a 
number of other organisations submitted our 
bid because of the significant part this area has 
played in the life and defence of our country 
over many hundreds of years, bearing in mind 
this was the home of the Royal Navy for well 
over four centuries. 

“You’re always going to receive a tourism 
boost from being a World Heritage Site but it 
also helps in getting international recognition, 
which would help us in attracting extra invest¬ 
ment into Medway. ” 

There are currently only 28 World Heritage 
Sites in the UK and just one in Kent, that being 
the joint WHS of Canterbury Cathedral, St Au¬ 
gustine’s Abbey and St Martin’s Church. 

The Canterbury site was one of the earliest to 
receive the status in 1988, meaning town plan¬ 
ners have had to adhere to strict planning and 
maintenance guidelines for more than 20 years. 

City conservation manager David Kincaid 
said: “Back in 1988 I don’t think the council

had to do an awful lot to get the site nominated, 
but since then the amount of work people have 
to put in to justify their applications is massive 
and the stakes have risen. 

“Now we have to pay much more attention 
to what the local authority does in how it might 
affect the appearance of the World Heritage 
Site, such as the views coming into and out of 
the city. 

“What Unesco also likes all sites to have is a 
management plan laying out what actions will 
be taken to ensure they are restored, protected 
and so on. The plans run for 10 years before 
you have to draw up another, and there are 
periodic reviews. 

“They can also de-designate a site if they be¬ 
lieve a development is going on that could affect 
the reasons for it being made a WHS in the first 
place. For example, the Dresden Elbe Valley in 
Germany was stripped of its status after a new 
bridge was built through it.” 

In addition to the Chatham application, an¬ 
other Kent location - Charles Darwin’s former 
home at Down House, Bromley - is also in the 
running for World Heritage Site status. 

Outside of London only Devon has more 
than one WHS, so for Kent to have three would 


clearly put the Garden of England on the world 
map as a place of history and culture. 

Mr Kincaid said: “It would be pretty remark¬ 
able to have three in Kent. It just shows that in 
terms of world heritage Kent has always been 
an important gateway, and it’s the county with 
the most listed buildings and scheduled monu¬ 
ments in the country. 

“It’s been disputed over, fought in and 
invaded a lot over the years, so history runs 
deep here and it would be great to have three 
WHS to reflect that. All three have their own 
unique qualities and are very different places, 
but the key thing is they all provide outstanding 
universal value.” 

For Cllr Chambers and the rest of the people 
behind the Chatham World Heritage Site bid, it 
will be an anxious few months and maybe even 
years before they receive the news they have all 
been waiting for. But when the day eventually 
comes, he agrees it will be a good thing for Kent 
and Medway. 

“You have to look at the history of the county 
and how its people have played a significant 
part in the life of the country,” he said. “If Kent 
does eventually have three World Heritage Sites 
then I think it will be richly deserved. ”

Memorial for Spitfire 
pilot is finally unveiled

WHAT began as a boyhood 
fascination with the heroic 
fighter pilots of the Battle of 
Britain has turned into a life¬ 
long hobby for Malcolm Pettit. 

Now 65, he grew up in 
Hildenborough in the after- 
math of World War Two, and 
the story of a Spitfire pilot who 
crashed in the grounds of the- 
town’s Half Moon pub in 1940, 
had become folklore. 

In 1972, Mr Pettit gained 
permission to dig up the engine 
of the plane from the site. 

Since then, he has wanted a 
permanent memorial to the pi¬ 
lot, John Romney Mather, of 
66 Squadron Gravesend, at the 
Half Moon. He has also spent 
some 40 years collecting 
memorabilia including parts of 
planes and uniforms from the 
Battle of Britain, creating a 
museum in tribute to The Few 
at his Tonbridge home. 

Finally, on Armed Forces Day 
on June 26, Mr Pettit’s desire to 
see a permanent reminder of 
the tragic incident became a re¬ 
ality with a memorial display 
unveiled to the fanfare of a Spit¬ 
fire fly-pass. 

Describing the excavation of 
the engine, he said: “It was 
every schoolboy’s dream. I was 
born just after the war and it 
was very much alive in every¬ 
one’s memory. 

“I feel what those young men 
did, fighting for their country 
and getting killed is often for¬ 
gotten now. 

“I thought if ‘I don’t do it now 
it’s never going to get done’.

“I wanted a memorial plaque 
in the Half Moon as a record of 
what happened.” 

Mr Pettit, a carpenter, said 
he “dabbled” in paiting with oil 
and water colours and a work 
he did of the Spitfire crash now 
hangs in the pub as part of the 
memorial. 

“As young lads we were in 
awe of what had taken place 
in the night skies during the 
Battle of Britain,” he said. 

“The heroics and bravery of 
the Air Force pilots flying for 
their lives and fighting for their 
country - it was very much a 
part of life when we went to 
school, all by friends were 
aware of what was going on in 
1940.” 

The events of the Battle of 
Britain are well-documented, 
but what is less clear is how 
Officer Mather, aged 24, from 
Blackheath in south east Lon¬ 
don, came to crash land in 
Hildenborough on October 2 7, 
1940 at 8.30am. 


Mr Pettit said after decades of 
research and hearsay, he is 
now 95 per cent certain that 
the Spitfire was shot out of the 
skies by a German plane. 

“For many years there were 
two stories,” he said. 

“I spoke to an old gentleman 
who was a milkman at the time 
and he said he definitely heard 
a battle, he heart gunfire. 

“He said he saw two Spitfires 
break the cloud, one going 
down vertically and the other 
flying around. 

“Some people said he had a 
problem with oxygen failure. 

“But now we’ve got 95 per 
cent evidence from German ar¬ 
chives that he was shot down. 

“Although the German pilot 
recorded it as a Hurricane, they 
look similar, and it was at the 
right time and the right day. 

“There was an incident over 
Tonbridge which it says in¬ 
volved a Hurricane. But I’m 
95 per cent sure it was the 
Hildenborough Spitfire. It is too 
much of a coincidence to be 
anything else. 

“The sad thing is that the 
battle damage of the wreckage 
was not recorded. My mum 
and dad were getting up at 
8.30am and they heard the 
rattle of gunfire. 

“Sadly all these people are no 
longer around now. It’s tragic 
it took so long to do this [the 
memorial] because people had 
tremendous memories as it was 
such a small village. 

“Houses were damaged with 
cracks. The plane actually went 
through a hen house because 
when I found the engine it was 
full of white chicken feathers.”

Lancer engages the driver

MITSUBISHI’S Lancer has become something of 
a ‘world car’ for the Japanese marque since the 
first model appeared in 1973. 

Early on in the UK it was known as the Colt 
Lancer, before Mitsubishi decided to market its 
cars under its real name. 

Now into its ninth generation, the Lancer has 
been seen in many guises around the world, 
often wearing the badges of different brands, 
especially on the US market, where it has been 
seen as a Plymouth, Dodge and Chrysler at 
various times. 

It enjoys world fame, too, as the donor car for 
Mitsubishi’s awesomely-powerful Evo series of 
road-going rally cars, where modest engines are 
fettled to almost ridiculous outputs to propel an 
all-wheel-drive chassis that can work wonders 
in the hands of even ordinary drivers. 

But most Lancers are driven by ordinary 
drivers tempted by ordinary prices and, in the 
case of the current model, striking looks. 

The latest Lancer pioneered the so-called Jet 
Fighter nose that has become the corporate face 
for Mitsubishi cars. 

But, as usual, value underpins the Lancer 
offer and the current magnet is the Juro model 
tested here in 2.0-litre diesel front-wheel-drive 
five-door Sportback format. 

It’s a popular choice because it comes with a 
powerful yet economical diesel, has hatchback 
versatility and the Juro is a long-running special 
edition laden with kit, including a Kenwood 
integrated sat-nav with reversing camera, 
leather seats and trimming for the steering 
wheel and gear knob, iPod and Bluetooth phone 
connection, smart 16-inch five-spoke alloys, 
air-con, cruise control, front fogs, steering- 
wheel controls for the sound system and more. 

Such generosity goes a long way to disguise 
the fact that the Lancer, for all its sharp styling,

is far from cutting edge to drive, despite its 
association with the meat-eating Evo. 

The Lancer still hangs on to corners well, 
with little body roll, but the mainstream 
versions are set up more for comfort and a light 
hand on the wheel. 

That’s good news for the family-market 
target, though, which will find it hard to source 
such a roomy and comfortable car at this sort 
of price and specification, and with Mitsubishi’s 
reputation for reliability. 

And while priced to undercut most 
mainstream family hatchbacks, the Lancer 
is actually a bit bigger all-round, like its most 
obvious rival, the Skoda Octavia. 

But don’t dismiss it as a ‘never mind the 
quality feel the width’ proposition because the 
Lancer is worth more than that. 

Those leather seats feel supportive and 
comfortable and there is decent room for three 
in the back, plus that big hatchback load space 
with a clever split-level feature, though some 


might ditch that convenience in favour of the 
saloon version’s smarter rear end, more in 
harmony with the Lancer’s aggressive front. 

Closer inspection of the interior trimming 
might also reveal that it does not quite live up 
to the quality of the Juro’s leather seats, but the 
fixtures and fittings are durable enough. 

And life inside the cabin is pretty well 
insulated from both engine and road. 

The VW-sourced two-litre diesel engine is 
a boon: powerful (138bhp) yet economical, it 
pulls well from low down the rev range and 
delivers an average mpg in the mid-40s, helped 
by a light six-speed gearbox. 

Prices for this engine start at £16,399 and 
with the model tested here, but there are 1.5- 
and 1.8-litre petrol alternatives. 

However, these offer predictably poor fuel 
consumption and performance and very little 
upfront price benefits against the diesel plus 
Juro pairing - no wonder it has been a sales 
success for dealers.

LAND Rover has given the Range 
Rover Sport more than a facelift for 
2011 - it now has a more powerful 
yet more efficient turbodiesel engine. 

There is also a revised 503bhp 
5.0-litre supercharged V8 petrol 
unit offering 0-62mph in five 
seconds for those who want the 
‘Sport’ label to mean what it says. 

Then there are chassis changes: 
Active Damping and a full Brembo 
brake system to bring the burly 
Range Rover to a quick stop. 

But the Sport has also had the 
cosmetic treatment to help tackle 


some rivals that have come along 
lately. Instead of the chunky front 
grille, there is a more integrated 
nose, while front and rear light 
clusters now boast LED units in 
keeping with the current trend. 

It all adds up to a more cohesive 
look that continues with a refined 
premium cabin: the dark plastic 
centre console has given way to a 
soft-touch, colour-coordinated 
central fascia; the leather seating is 
more upmarket; and the electronics 
now include five cameras for a 360- 
degree view to assist with parking. 


Rear passengers benefit from a 
premium multimedia system, and all 
seats come with heating and cooling. 

What hasn’t changed is the lofty 
driving position that many previous 
owners have enjoyed having, 
combined with the car’s known 
capability on- and off-road. 

Of course, the beefy V8 will catch 
the headlines, but even its more 
modest thirst this time won’t help it 
win out on the sales front; the TDV6 
diesel (from £5 5,145) is going to be 
the winner there by far, with an 
average around 30mpg.

Boss all smiles as Angels 
land tasty opening fixtures

TONBRIDGE Angels are digesting a blockbuster 
opening month to their first campaign in Confer¬ 
ence South after the fixtures for the new season 
were released earlier this week. 

After an opening-day trip to Maidenhead 
United, the first visitors to Longmead will be 
Tonbridge’s bitter rivals, Sutton United, who 
pipped them to the Ryman Premier Division title 
last season. 

The Angels then host Eastleigh, one of the 
division’s few full-time sides, before hitting the 
road for much-anticipated Kent derbies at Well¬ 
ing United and Dover Athletic. A bumper Bank 
Holiday Monday crowd is then expected at 
Longmead on August 29, when promotion can¬ 
didates Woking roll into town. 

Tonbridge manager Tommy Warrilow could 
not hide his excitement at the opening salvo, 
particuarly when big home crowds early in the 
season could help boost his playing budget. 

“The first half-a-dozen fixtures have really put 
a big smile on my face,” he said. “It’s an excit¬ 
ing start, it’s not easy, but I’m really looking for¬ 
ward to it, seeing if we can mix it in the deep end. 
Those first six games should give us an indica¬ 
tion. We’ve got nothing to be afraid of this sea¬ 
son because I’m more than convinced our lads 
can handle this level. 

“We want the turnstiles ticking, so I hope we 
can put on a good show and not start as we have 
in previous seasons. We’ve got a bit of continu¬ 
ity by keeping the players from last year and I’m 
hoping that will help eliminate the poor start. 
If you’re going to be tested, then reeling those 
names off, you couldn’t ask for much more. 

“Crowds are key to the budget. If we start well 
and gates are high, then I’ll try to bring play¬ 
ers in if they become available once the season 
starts. You normally find it’s four to six weeks, 
minimum before boys get the hump at clubs 
they’ve signed for, if they’re not getting what 
they agreed. 

“If we start well and stay injury-free we won’t 
need to go out and get players so it’s a catch-22 
situation. If somebody becomes available who 


would push us up the league, I can’t see why the 
board wouldn’t back me.” 

A Boxing Day trip to Bromley is followed by 
the return fixture at Longmead on New Year’s 
Day, with home games against Dartford (March 
3) and Dover (April 7) to look forward to during 
the season’s run-in. The Angels visit Boreham 
Wood on the final day of the season. 

Tonbridge reported back for pre-season train¬ 
ing on Saturday, with Warrilow upping the in¬ 
tensity of the session as part of his plan to hit the 
ground running when the season kicks-off. 


He said: “They thought it might be easy but we 
changed it this year and gave them a good work¬ 
out. Most years, we’ve been easing the boys back 
in, but we decided to spring it on them and push 
them a bit because we need to be fitter, stronger 
and more organised this season. 

“Pre-season isn’t about who comes first in the 
runs, it’s pushing yourself individually. There 
will always be lads up the front who are as fit as 
anything, but it’s about the ones who are not as 
fit closing the gap.” 

The Angels host Brentford next Saturday.

Teen star not 
daunted by 
world’s best

THE challenge of taking on the world’s 
best young middle-distance runners 
may seem daunting from the outside, 
but Robbie Farnham-Rose insists he 
is going to enjoy his moment on the 
sport’s big stage. 

Farnham-Rose arrives at the World 
Youth Athletics Championships in Lille 
in the form of his life, but knowing he 
will have to up his game again to live 
with the effervescent talents from Ken¬ 
ya and Ethiopia. 

Having shone for Tonbridge Athletic 
Club locally and nationally, the 17- 
year-old now has the chance to show¬ 
case his talents to a global audience. 
The competition may be fierce but he is 
confident about his chances in France, 
having run a 1500-metre personal 
best of 3.48.38 at the English under-20 
championships in Bedford last month. 

His season has been geared towards 
these championships for more than 
six months, when he decided to sit out 
some of the top cross-country events in 
an effort to channel his energies towards 
success on the track. Born in Maidstone 
and now living in Borough Green, Farn¬ 
ham-Rose feels he is now reaping the 
benefits of a temporary switch to 800m, 
designed to build up speed for his pre¬ 
mier distance. 

“It’s exciting to be here, racing 


against guys who have run sub-3.40,” 
he said. “I’ll try to enjoy the experience 
but I want to perform as well. 

“After the cross-country, I saw I was 
old enough for this competition. I got 
the [qualifying] time for it early in the 
season, which was good to take the 
pressure off. I sat out the last few ma¬ 
jor [cross-country] races to help me 
prepare. I ran a PB the other week so I 
should have a good shot at it. 

“I’ve been doing the 800m to help me 
build up my speed, to make the 1500 
feel slow by comparison. I’ve run the 
seventh-fastest time of the guys here so I 
feel I should be able to make the final.” 

Should he make it through Thurs¬ 
day’s heats, Farnham-Rose will run in 
the final on Sunday. The last Tonbridge 
athlete to compete at the champion¬ 
ships was his training partner, Steven 
Fennell, who competed in Canada eight 
years ago. 

Of the Tonbridge contingent who 
travelled to Gateshead for the English 
Schools Championships last weekend, 
there were four stand-out perform¬ 
ances. George Duggan won the junior 
1500m in 4.08.46 while Sean Molloy 
recorded a time of 1.52.85 on his way 
to victory in the intermediate 800m. 

There were also impressive fourth- 
placed finishes for Dominic Molloy in 
the intermediate 1500m (4.06.37) 
and Henry Pearce, who ran the senior 
3000min 8.27.11.

SILVERSTONE provides the setting for the latest 
leg of Adrian Quaife-Hobbs' GP3 season this 
weekend as the Tonbridge driver looks to build 
on his maiden win in the series two weeks ago. 

Quaife-Hobbs, who ignited his title hopes with 
victory in Valencia, will be looking for a repeat 
performance in front of his home fans. The two 
GP3 races form part of the undercard to the 
main event at Silverstone, the British Grand Prix. 

Having shaken off a sluggish start to the 
season, Quaife-Hobbs now has 11 championship 
points to his name. He sits seventh in the driver 
standings, 15 points adrift of leader Mitch Evans 
but with the series only at its halfway point this 
weekend.

Quaife-Hobbs was on course for a podium 
finish at Silverstone last season before electrical 
failure forced him out five laps from the end.

Touring car legend Tim Harvey has teamed 
up with Archant KOS Media this season to 
bring you a weekly column as the class of 
2011 do battle up and down the country. 
Harvey, who was brought up in Sevenoaks 
and schooled in Tonbridge, more recently 
raced in the Porsche Carrera Cup for 
Wrotham team Motorbase Performance. 

He shares his thoughts, as an ITV commen¬ 
tator, on the British Touring Car Champion¬ 
ship, and discusses the series’ big issues. 

‘Motorbase now 
among the elite’ 

CASTING an eye over the teams 
who have impressed the most so 
far this season, you have to say 
Motorbase Performance have become one 
of the powerhouse teams in the British 
Touring Car Championship (BTCC). 

They're regular winners and at the 
moment Mat Jackson is the one challeng¬ 
ing Matt Neal the closest for the drivers' 
championship, only nine points away. He's 
taken a car that was competitive with the 
benefit of a gas-powered engine and he's 
now consistently beating the newer Focus 
of the factory-backed Team Aon. 

Motorbase have got a smaller budget 
than most and effectively, they've got all 
their eggs in one basket with Liam Grif¬ 
fin in his first year of the championship. 
They've only got Jackson to rely on so to 
have won three races and be challenging 
for the championship is very impressive. 

It is tough for a team to come in and 
be successful like Motorbase have done. 
This is the fourth car they've run in the 
championship, they had the SEATs, the 
Honda for David Pinkney, the BMW and 
now the Ford. 

They've paid their dues and they're very 
forward-thinking. When they thought the 
BMW had reached its sell-by date, they 
moved very quickly and they're now chal¬ 
lenging established teams such as Triple 
Eight and West Surrey Racing. 

What Motorbase have achieved shows it 
can be done by genuinely commercial-run 
teams. The team principal, David Bar- 
trum, is doing it to make a living, he's not 
a multi-millionaire. He’s not squandering 
his money on racing, it's a business, so it 
proves it can be done. 

It's the mid-season break in the BTCC 
and the drivers will all deal differently 
with it. Those who are challenging for 
the championship, Jason Plato, Neal and 
Jackson will be thinking about it all the 
time, but the others are switching off. 

They'll be thinking that if they can win 
a race, that'll be a great result, that'll be 
good for their season because they're 
not realistically in with a championship 
chance. 

They'll probably relax a little bit more, 
whereas if you're challenging for the 
championship, you never switch off until 
the final race is finished. 

We never had a long break like this 
when I was racing in the BTCC, but then 
we didn't have 30 races in the year. I 
would always prefer to keep 
racing every couple of weeks, to 
keep going, but this is the modern 
world.
